Rest Camp Facilities 
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Ihc standard of accommodation anil cuisine a; the famous 
Victoria Falls Hold, which overlooks the Faljs themselves, is 
extremely high, and hotel accommodation of good standard 
is also obtainable in ihc iowii of Livingstone. Bui many 
pwplv, especially thottf with I'limiliv*. may pivfrr (lis' moiS* 
fcec and easy life of ihe Rest Camps which have been estab- 
lished on both the Southern and Northern banks oFthc Falls. 

On ihe Southern Rh&dcsia bant, where a National Park has been 
established, there aic ivo Resi Camps— Main Camp, which is close 
to Ihe Victoria Falls village, mid the Zambesi Camp, which is situated 
lour miles up river in shady surroundings and commanding magni- 
ficent views of the rivei and islands. The Zambesi Camp consists ol a 
single building with a number of large double rooms, comfortably 
furnished, and with adequate bat bins* and sanitary in angements. 

The Main Rest Camp is readied by taking the first turnirg in the left 
Off i h<r main road on rtachins the villace and con limtira along Ihe 
secondary road for ahum two hundred yards, when the Rest Camp 
»ill be seen on the right. It is easily reached from the Railway Station 
by a path leading from the main road ai ihe end of the platform direct 
to the huts, a walk of five or six minutes. 

The bins at Main Camp arc substantially built and comfortably 
furnished with beds, mattresses, chairs. iahk- and toilet set. L'ach bed 
is fitted with a mosq.jto net and the windows are curtained and 
mosuuiio-proofcd. Bedding is provided at the Option of ihe visitor. 
( rockery and cutlery may be hired from the Falls Supply Store, 
where a full range of groceries is also stocked. The butcher boy horn 
Livingstone calls daily for orders. Food is cooked in open air tire- 
places near the huts. II visitors do not care 10 undertake their own 
cooking, i hey can meet their needs at a Restaurant situated on (he 
edge of ihc National Park area adjacent to the main road and within 
a few minutes walk of die Rest Camp- 

Wood and Water are provided free of charge and water-borne sani- 
tation and biilhroor.iv arc prov ided in separate blocks in the grounds. 



Authorised natives to help »iih the rough work, such as chopping 
wood and cleaning, may he hired al I s. 6d. per day. 

Charge* at Main Camp are 5s. per person per day if »o bedding is 
ordered and 6s. per person pCi day with bedding. At Zambesi Camp 
the charge is 7s, '•>'■- per person per day with bedding. Double and 
family hut* Die available ai Main Camp. 

Visitors bringing their ovn tents and camping equipment can use a 
fine camping area adjacent to the main Rest Camp where hot and 
cold water, sanitation and fucwood arc available. The charge for use 
Of ihe camping area is I s. per day per person. 

Bookings for the Rest Camps on the Southern Rhodesia bank should 
be made iti advance by applying to the Warden. Victoria I alls 
National Park, P.B. S. Victoria Falls, who diould also be informed 
of ihe date and probable lime oC your arrival, whether you are 
travelling by road, rail or air. and in which Camp you ft ish to stay. 

On ihe Northern Rhodesia bank is a Rest Camp or thatched 
rondavels overlooking ihc river above ihe Falls which is controlled 
by Ihc Victoria Falls Trust. The Rest Huts in this Camp are equipped 
uhh electric light and adequate furniture, with separate bathrooms 
and outside fireplaces for cooking. Accommodation costs -Vs. per 
person per day (children under 1 2, Is. fid.) but tenants are expected 
10 Supply their own food and cooking ulcmils. Bedding is supplied, 
if required, at an extra charge of 2s. 6d. for the first night and Is. 

Sr night thereafter. A tearoom which is open until It! p.m. where 
II meals arc served and tinned goods stocked, is situated near the 
camp. It is advisable to book bungalows In advance, especially from 
May to August and over ihc Caster, Christmas and Rhodes and 
Founders holiday periods-, Reservations mud he made through The 
Conservator, Victoria Falls Trust. BoxSb. Livingstone, 

lenls may be pitched on the icni sites near tie rest camp where there 
ure lairinc* and running water. Caravans may also be parked in Ibis 
area. No camping in tenls is permitted between November and 
March inclusive.

annually. To tee Ihcni at their most spectacular, visits should lie 
arranged for April 01 May. when the Zambesi River is at its hcishi. 
bat the $rcat clouds of spray often obscure the giaOl walls of water 
and the sightseer ha? to wait for * chance brcc/e to wipe away tltc 
curtain t>f mist. During Jul' and August the Spray lessens consider- 
ably, and line views ot the awe-inspiring chasn: arc hounded by tin- 
tracery of the myriad waterfalls. So popular have the Falls become, 
however, (bat the Reason' may be said to have vanished, aid early 
reservation ol hotel and nil bookings s now essential throughout 
the year. 

The spkndonr and breathtaking si/c of the Victoria Tails which en- 
tranced Livingstone. James Chapman. Thomas Uatnei. I . C Scions. 
Lord Ctir/ou and many others, drew the Royal Family to spend (heir 
rest period, during trcir arduous lour ol South Alrica and Southern 
Rhodesia, in exploring the almost countless views and walls. They 
were the most recent Royal visitors, foUowins ihc example set by 
1'iinccs-s Christian ami Princess Victoria in I'JW. and continued bv 
king Edward VIII. then Prince of Wales, in 1925. and by Prince 
George, the late Dukfof Kent, in 1933.
